SCHOOli    REPORT.. 


The  Summer  term  in  four  school  districts  had  been  held  un- 
der the  supervision  of  mj^  predecessor,  Dr.  Geo.  L.  Mason,  be- 
fore my  appointmept. 

District  No.  i.  Three  terms  of  school  have  been  held  in 
this  distinct,  the  first  term  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Mason. 
This  term  of  nine  weeks  began  May  4  and  ended  July  3,  and 
was  taught  by  Miss  Mabel  Stevens.  Whole  number  of  pupils, 
33.  The  second  term  began  Sept.  7  and  continued  ten  weeks, 
under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Julia  A.  Davis,  a  teacher  of  much 
experience.  The  pupils  gave  evidence  that  this  had  been  a 
very  profitable  term.  Whole  number  ef  scholars,  37;  attend- 
ing to  reading,  36  ;  spelling  and  penmanship,  37  ;,  arithmetic, 
33  ;  geography,  9  ;  grammar,  11;  history,  4;  physiology,  2; 
book-keeping,  5.  The  third  term  began  Dec.  7i  and  is  now 
m  session.  It  is  being  taught  by  Miss  Annie  M.  Weeks.  I 
have  not  yet  visited  this  term,  but  have  no  doubt  that  she  is 
having  a  good  school.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  29  ;  attend- 
ing to  reading,  spelling  and  penmanship,  38  ;  arithmetic,  36  ; 
geographys  13  ;  grammar,  5  ;   history,  3  ;  physiology,  8. 

District  No.   2.     No  school  in  this  district. 

District  No.  3.  The  first  and  only  term  of  school  in  this 
district  was  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Mason.  It  com- 
menced April  II  and  continued  9  weeks,  under  the  instruction 
of  Miss  Minnie  E.  Meloon.  Number  of  pupils,  8;  attending 
to  reading  and  spelling,  S  ;  penmanship,  7  »  arithmetic,  6  ; 
geography,  3  ;  grammar,  3. 

District  No.  4.  But  one  term  of  school  was  held  in  this 
cHstrict ;  its  length  was  16  weeks.  Term  commenced  Aug.  31, 
and  ended  Jan.  i.  It  was  taught  by  Miss  Julia  E.  True. 
Good  discipline  and  rapid  improvement  were  noticeable. 
Registered  pupils,  36  ;  attending  to  reading  and  spelling,  36  ; 
penmanship,  3^  ;  arithmetic,  33;  geography,  16;  grammar, 
10;  history,  2;  astronomy,  2;  algebra,  3;  composition,  19; 
book-keeping,  3. 


District  No.  5.  The  first  term,  taught  by  Miss  Mary  E. 
Webster,  was  superintended  by  Dr.  Mason.  By  the  record 
we  find  a  term  of  8  weeks,  beginning  Aug.  17  and  ending  Oct. 
9.  Whole  number  of  pupils,  10;  attending  to  reading,  10; 
spelling,  9  ;  penmanship,  8 ;  arithmetic,  7  ;  geography,  5  ; 
grammar,  i  ;  physiolog}'.  i.  The  second  term  was  also  taught 
by  Miss  Webster.  This  term  of  11  weeks  began  Oct.  26  and 
ended  Jan.  8.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  10;  attending  to 
reading  and  spelling,  10  ;  penmanship,  8  ;  arithmetic,  9  ;  geo- 
graphy, 4  ;  grammar,  i.  A  short  term  of  3  weeks  began  Feb. 
I  and  ended  Feb.  20,  taught  by  the  same  teacher.  Number  of 
pupils,  6  ;  attending  to  reading  and  spelling,  6  ;  penmanship 
and  arithmetic,  5  ;  geography,  2.  Miss  Webster  is  a  young 
teacher,  but  we  believe  she  gives  promise  of  success. 

District  No.  6.  Two  terms  of  school  have  been  held  in 
this  district,  and  taught  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Huckins.  The  first 
term  of  6  weeks  began  May  18  and  ended  June  26.  This  term 
was  superintended  by  Dr.  Geo.  L.  Mason.  The  register  I'e- 
cords  13  pupils  ;  attending  to  reading  and  spelling,  12;  pen- 
manship, 8  ;  arithmetic,  9  ;  geography,  4.  The  second  term 
of  7  weeks  began  Sept.  21  and  ended  Nov.  6.  Whole  num- 
ber of  pupils,  17  ;  attending  to  reading  and  spelling,  14;  pen- 
manship, 12  ;  arithmetic,  11  ;  geography,  6  ;  grammar,   2. 

District  No.  7-  This  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Eliza 
A.  Flanders.  Term  began  Oct.  5  and  ended  Dec.  4.  Length 
of  term,  9  weeks.  Number  of  scholars,  3;  reading,  spelling 
and  arithmetic,  3  ;  grammar,  physiology  and  book-keeping,  i. 

District  No.  8.  The  school  in  this  district  is  under  the 
supervision  of  New  Hampton.     No  report  received.
